REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. H The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the claimed invention is not disclosed in the specification. Applicant requests attention to "Table 15 and the corresponding 
description of the specification" as support for the claim limitation of "the means for transmitting transmits the signals by using 
a plurality of channels in one sector, and makes frame transmission timings different between the plurality of channesl." In 
fact, the specification describes that the radio frame transmission timings of "the perch channel" and "the forward common 
control phisical channels" are offet. However, this is not what is claimed, although it might have been intended. The claims 
reguire that a signal having a plurality of frames is generated and spread with a long code wherein the phase of the long code 
is different for different sectors and such a spreaded signal is transmitted in each sector "by using a plurality of channels." As 
pointed out in the previous Office action, the specification fails to disclose no such transmission of a spread signal with a 
different long code phase in a corresponding different sector, by using a plurality of channels.
